It Is simply the contrsotlngof a small 
muscle, richly endowed with nerves surrounding the clrcumfer- 
fence of the lens. The effect of this contraction Is to cause the 
lens to assume ft more convex form, and while so acted upon to 
have a greater magnifying power or shorter focus.”

But not so, at longer 
ranges.” It Is a popnlar idea that to be a good rifle shot with the 
ordinary sporting rifle, and at a motionless target, the sportsman 
must follow np the same old rule of closing one eye. To avoid 
any criticisms on this part of my letter, let me here say that I 
am entirely a novice In the use of the rifle; but In order to elicit 
Inquiry and Information on the subject, I will quote from Mr. 
PongaU’s work above named. "Many sportsmen will not be¬ 
lieve in the superiority of the "two-eye" system of shooting, 
and for rifle shooting it is treated with absolute ridicule. Tet 1 
have more than once, although not pretending to be a great rifle 
shot, taken a rifle out of Its owner’s bands, and although I had 
never bindled the weapon before, hit the dead center at the flrst 
shot, and this with both eyei open. In fact, this was deemed so 
Impossible that, on one occasion, a man waa placed upon each 
side of me, to see that I did not close either eye. Quite recently 
In a similar manner, I made better shooting, wljh a smallbore 
match rifle, at 900 yards, than did Its owner, be being one of the 
bMt Wimbledon shoU, and a freqnentprUe-wlnner."

og on board tbe three-yeareld bay colt Tbe Duke of Magent^ hla 
tnuoer, William Brown, and the Jockey who has ridden him In nearly 
all hU three-yoar-old vlctorlea — Hughee Other jockeys — Fisher, 
Bvans and Barrett—were also pasaeogere on board the abip, aa well aa 
Mldgeley, the trainer of Mr. Bowie, of Maryland. Barrett, tbe Jockey, 
goes with Mr. Brown, to ride for Mr. Lorillard In moat of the events 
tut the yoangatera that have preceded them will he engaged In on the 
English turf. Aa It la very probable that Tbe Duke of MagenU will re¬ 
main In Bngland and that tbooaaoda of our reader* have never aeen 
him, a brief ueacription of the colt, tbe races he baa run and the amount 
of money be haa won for hla late owner, Mr. G. L. Lorillard, no doubt 
will ^ Interesting. The Duke of MagcnU suited nineteen times- 
seven times aa a two-year-old and twelve times aa a thrc4»*year-old. He 
won fonrteen times, was eecond four times and once third. Hla an- 
lire winnings amonuted to |46,637 and a $500 plate. This amount does 
not, however, Include tbe outside bettlug of his owner on tbe colt, 
which, na doubt, was aa much more. Tbe Duke'e first appearance on 
tbe tuii was on tbe 6tb of June, 1877, when be ran secood to Perfection 
for the Juvenile 8Ukes. half a mile. Uls next appearance was on July 
94, In tha Flash Stakes, half a mile, at Saratoga, which he won In 0:49^. 
A week afterward he appeared In tbe Saraton SUkea, where be dis¬ 
played a vlcioua temper and worried hlmsaTf at the post, and was 
finally beaten by Bramble, who bad the beet of tbe sUrt, but only 
defeated Tbe Duke by a head. On August 11 be appeared again in the 
Kentncky Stakes, ana again showed temper and was beaten by Pride 
of the Village. On Augnat ]6 be met Sparun in the Orloatead Stakes 
and gave the latter five ponnda. The result was a daad beat In tha re¬ 
markable time of 1:16M. The stake was divided. Coming down to 
Jerome Park, on September 99. he won the Nursery Stakes Id 1:17M. 
and finished tbe seaaoo at Baltimore, where, oo October 98, he won tbe 
Central BUkei. one mile. In 1:50^. Hla entire wlaoioga for the year 
amounted to $9,967.60. The Duke wintered well and opened the cam'- 
palgn of 1878 at BaUlmore, May 97, where ha easily woo tbe Preakness 
stekea.one mile and a half, in 9:41M,^alaad at $3,160. Coming to Jerome 
Parkine won the Withers SUkea, one mile, In 1:48, worth $9,600, and tbe 
following week took the Belmont Stakes, one mile and a half, in 
9:48M, valne $3,950. Hie next essay was In tbe Jersey Derby, on June 
99, when be wsa entirely ont of condition and bad been ruonlog at the 
nose for several daye, and he was beaten both by Spartan and Danl- 
chon. He recovered hie form again In the bracing monnUln air of 
Saratoga, and on July 90 won the Travi re SUkee, one mile and three* 
quartera, In 8:06, which, with the weight, 116 pounds, on a tbree^ear- 
old, la the best mile and three-qnarters ever run. Tbe valne of ihe 
suke was $8,860. besides $600 io plate. On Augnat 8, sarrylDg 198 
pouode, he won the Sequel Slakes, one mile sod three quartera, In 
8:15, value $I,B00. On toe 18tb of tbe asme month be woo the Kenner 
SUkea. two miles, In 8:4m, worth $4,100. He then finished the aea- 
aoo at Saratoga by winning the Harding Slakes, one mile and a half, 
In 9:&0M, value $1,560. Coming down to Jerome Park, he won the 
Jerome Stakes, une mile and three-qnartere. in 8:11H. value $3,460. sod 
eupplamented this by taking tbe Annual Sweepst .icea, two miles. In 
8:48, the value of which was $4,800. Oo October 99 be eully wou tbe 
Dixie SUkee, two miles, In 8:41, worth $4,200, and wound up his three- 
year-old career with placing the Breckinridge Stakes, two milea. io hie 
credit. Tlie dliunce was run In 8:48, and the valne of the stake was 
$8,700.

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Letters From Onr Fishing Edltor-..No. 8. 

Stbamsbif Odbb in thb Nobth Ska. 

There le e dearth of fish news at sea, and unleas one wrltee 
about the schools of fijlDg dsh, porpoises, the gulls, or the oc¬ 
casional whale, there Is little to aa; of animal life. 

Touching at Southampton last night the steward obtained 
some English soles, turbot, great crabs, and sea crayfish to which 
we did ample justice to-da; at table, aud, b; tbe way, tbe table of 
the Oder Is one of tbe things to be remembered by those who 
have enjoyed Its bounty. 

Tbe passage has been an exceedingly pleasant one except tbe 
first three days, for the storm signals were up at Sandy Hook as 
we psssed, and Neptune claimed the usual number of good din¬ 
ners. To be eea-slck gracefully might be made one of the fine 
arts If some one would give time to study It. We get a glimpse of 
Its possibilities in tbe story of tbe Scotch servaot girl who aaked 
for toaet and tea for breakfast Instead of the usual porridge, and 
gave as a reason that she wae “golu’ on an excursion on the 
water the day an’ It wouldna luke well to be spewin' parrltcb 
afore the people.” Now If the firet dinner could be arranged 
with yellow parsnips, red and white beeta, aalmon, etc., at regu¬ 
lar Intervals very pretty patterns might be made upon the deck 
which would vie with the kaleidoscope, and In which the artist 
might delight, but the genius who may accompUsb this has not yet 
appeared. Many people take the Noi^ Herman Lloyd ships for 
England and France, stopping at Southampton, and tbe most of 
our cabin passengers on this trip were Americans who left us at 
that port Among them we were fortunate in having the talented 
authoress, vocalist and correspondent. Miss Jennie J. Young, 
whose muelcsl talent and fine flow of spirits enlivened tbe trip, 
and whose last book, “The Ceramic Art,” had just appeared from 
the press of Harper & Bro., In most elegant form. 

Among the engravings a fisherman could not help noticing tbe 
groups of fishes represented in pottery by Bernard Pallisey as 
amongtbe oldest repreaeutatlons of his favorites that conld be 
called really artletic, and tbe excellent modem Imitations of him 
by Barbizet. The Smithsonian and Peabody collections are well 
represented In the book, and the most anperflcial reader can see 
that a great deal of reaearcb has been neceseary to produce euch 
acompeodlum. At a concert given In tbe ealoon for tbe benefit 
of tbe Disabled Seaman’s Fund, where some fifty dollars were 
raised, Mlse Young sang “There’s as good fish In tbe sea as ever 
yet was caught,” In compliment to the Chicaoo Field, or as a 
reminder to Its fishy editor and others who have been “caught” 
that they are not at all missed by the catcliere. 

Tbe salmon eggs sent over by tbe United States commission not 
only Interested all on board at tbe daily Inspection aud Icing, but 
have served the wits ss the bssls of several jokes, one of which 
was to get tbe beading of tbe Oder's bill of fare and write It up 
In English and German as follows^ “Ham and eggs of California 
salmon; salmon eggs boiled. Omelet of salmon eggs. Salmon 
caviare,” etc., with a lice below saying that the eggs for Ibis 
breakfast hod been kindly furnished by the United States Com¬ 
mission on Fish and Fisheries. This was placed near my plate 
and tbe effect watched aud enjoyed. Thus doth mao delight In 
torture.

Tbe Grbjrling as a Salmon Angler Savr It. 

Mr. George Dawson, tbe well-known angler and editor of the 
Albany JoumaX, spent a few days on the Au Sable river, Mich., 
last August and In a letter to hla own paper, thie veteran salmon 
fisher thus records bis first experience with the new game fish: 

During the past few years 1 bad heard and read a great deal 
about the forest haunts, gamy character and dellcloue flavor of 
tbe grayling. But I bad not, until tbe present eeason, felt that 
longing to “go for them” which makes the greatest distaoce a 
mere bagatelle to the Irrepreselble angler. Having tried my hand 
at every known game fish, from a shark to a sbloer, like the 
blau monarch, I sighed for “a new sensation,” and those who 
knew assured me I would find It In a raid upon the recently dis¬ 
covered denizens of this beautiful, translucent, forest-embowered 
river. So with my nerves still tingling with the leap and rush 
of sea-trout and salmou, I made my way to this latest Mecca of 
the simple wise men who deem It no disparagement to their dig¬ 
nity to be recognized as bumble disciples of tbe gentle art. 

For an Albanian to reach grayling waters involves a journey of 
some six or seven hundred miles, viz: From Albany to Detroit; 
thence by the Flint and Pierre Marquette road to Bay City, and 
thence by the Jackson, Lansing and Saginaw road to Grayllog, 
where It crosses tbe river, and where boats and guides are 
always available. Great as Is tbe distance, the journey can be 
made In lese tbau thirty-six hours. The outfit Is precisely that 
required for a trouting expedition. 

The An Sable wends Its winding way through the unbroken 
wildemesa a distance of 300 miles. It is navigable for small 
boats Its whole length, and for most of the distance Is as unob¬ 
structed as the Mohawk from Utica to tbe Hudson. Many who 
have tbe leisure float down the entire 800 miles, aud find gray- 
Uog and deer (In their season) eveiy foot of the way. -Those 
who make thethrough journey, however, abandon their boats at 
the mouth of the river, as to return with them, owing to the 
rapid current, would be quite Impracticable. I can Imagine such 
^ trip to be very delightful, but os I only came to gtatuy my 
cariosity In regard to tbe haunts, habits, vim and flavor <4 ttw 
fish, I found all I came for (including tbe new sensatloh) bjr a 
brief trip of fifteen miles. 1 could have found larger flah tad 
more of them by going farther (as moat anglers do); but to have 
gone farther would have been mere waste of time, and to have 
taken more flab would have been simple slaughter. 

Id fishing, I used my lightest Orvls trout rod, with mjr finest 
leader and my very smallest lliea My first cast alongside a 
tonken log (precisely sneh a spot ai I would caat for trout In 
June) secured me a rise. He came up just aa a trout would have 
done, took tbe fly at voraciously, and when struck started off 
with equal speed and spirit. For a moment, the movement was 
tbe same, but aa I began to reel In there wsa a slight dISerence. 
Hla Immense dorsal stood up like a yacht’s jib, and, striking the 


current, enabled him to make greater resistance and pursue a 
more zig-zag coarse than a trout of the same weight would have 
done under like ctrcumatances. But I did not think him equal 
to a trout In either wind or bottom. I was obliged to handle 
him exactly as I would have handled a trout—giving and taking 
as safety seemed to require—but I am sure I brought him to band 
somewhat easier and quicker than I could have done bad he been 
a trout instead of a grayling. 

Several score of subsequent tussles only confirmed me In the 
conclusions I reached at the cloee of my first csptnre. I said to 
myself then, “You will do,” and I came away from tbe river with 
the resolve that It will be with me hereafter a simple “toss up” 
whether to go for trout or grayling. Both are “game” In every 
movement, and are equally sure to satisfy the expert and fascin¬ 
ate the novice. 

The haunts of tbs grayling are the counterparts of those of the 
trout. As a rule, they are found In shady places. In swift water, 
in “boles” of moderate depth, under or by the side of fallen 
logs and on clear, gravelly bottom. But of course, like trout, 
they occasionally show themselves elsewhere—in open and In 
shallow places, but never (I may say) among weeds or grass or 
In still water. What may be their habits and haunts at otbar 
seasons I cannot say; but when you flab for grayling in Angust, 
caat for them In just such places as you would caat for trout In 
May or June—before they have left tbe swift water for the epring 
holes; and U you are flibing on the Au Sable you will have all 
the sport you desire. 

So much for the haunts, habits and vim of the fish. Now a 
word In regard to their flavor. The first fish I killed excited 
grave donbte on this head. In making a critical examination of 
him—as a botanist would scan a oewlj-dlecovered flower or so 
entymologlst a strange bug—I detected an odor which I bad 
never noticed to be emltt^ by any other fish I had ever taken. 
There wes nothing “fishy” about It. It had more of the aroma 
of land than of water, of Inanimate herb than of living creature. 

I asked my guide for an explanation, but as be had never noticed 
what puzzled me be could give me no Information. I finally 
dropp^ the subject for the moment, but my curiosity and tbe 
unOsbllke odor Increased with every fish I captured, and the mys¬ 
tery remained until I laid my hand on Hallock's Gaxetteer (an 
Invalnable repository of all that an angler needs to know) where, 
on page 335, I found this entry: "The generic name [of the 
grayling] thymaJitu Is derived from (Aumolos, the Greek term 
for thyme, from tbe Impression the Greeks bad that tbe fish pos¬ 
sessed the odor of this herb.” 

Thus what bad puzzled me was satisfactorily explained, and It 
Is to the credit of the classic anglers of Greece that they had the 
good taste to give to the flah the name of tbe herb of whose aroma 
they were reminded whenever they caught him. 

In this connection 1 have this suggestion to make to my 
friend Hallock. In tbe next edition of his Gazetteer let 
him strike out the word “impreasloo” from the sentence I have 
quoted. Tbe name the Greeks gave tbe grayling of their 
waters was the result, not of an “Impresaion” but of a fact And 
this odor, perceptible to tbe Greeks while angling In thslr classic 
waters a thousand years ago. Is emitted as pungently to-dsy by 
tbe same fish taken from tbe unsuog waters of tbe uobroken Wil¬ 
derness of the Peninsular State! Their identity Is thus Incontro- 
vertlbly establlsbed, for In oo other fish that swims, so far as my 
experience goes, Inheres tbe same peculiarity. 

[Our friend Dawson makes a slight error here. Cuvier named 
the flab and gave It tbe Greek appellation. —Editor Ciucaoo 
Field.] 

With my first dieb of grayling disappeared all apprehensions 
In regard to tbeir flavor. It is superb. The flesh Is white, com¬ 
pact and flaky, and as free from bones os trout or salmon. I 
think, too, It would be relished, continuously, mucb longer than 
salmon. My verdict, therefore. Is that grayling are as toothsome 
as they are gamy, and that It la almost as pleasant to eat as to 
catch them. 

As to their size, make-up and appearance, I have only a word; 
for those who wish minute descriptions,technical and scientific,can 
find them In the books. In size, they ran from a quarter of a 
pound to a pound and a half. Very few are taken of two pounds 
or over. A pound and a quarter, in tbe best water, would be 
rather above than below the average. Their color Is purplish- 
gray, silvery white belly, with small, Irregular black spots on the 
sides. They sre of greater breadth at the shoulders thau the 
trout, gradually tapering to the extremity and of perfect symmetry 
throughout. As the fish Is forced forward through tbe water 
when struck, his Immense dorsal fin, when lit up by tbe suo's rays, 
becomes indescribably beautiful. No artist could Imitate its pris¬ 
matic hues, green predominating, nor place on canvas anything 
that could equal It In exquisite and brilliant coloring. The pic¬ 
ture, when tbe sue shines. Is repeated with every fish captured, 
and forma a source of constant pleasure to tbe satbetlc angler. 

There are several rivers In this neighborhood where the gray¬ 
llog abound, but the moat noted are tbe Au Sable and Manistee, 
which rise In close proximity. AU the sport that anyone could 
deeire can be had In either. 

With tbe water so perfectly adapted to trout, it la singular that 
not one is to be found In either river; nor any other fish in any 
noticeable numbere. The grayling Is, practically, sole monarch, 
and will continue to be so nolesB artificial breeding is resorted to. 
The attempt has been made to stock tbe river with land-locked 
salmon, and success was confidently expected. But of the several 
hundred thonsand batched three years ago only a very few finger- 
lings have been taken, and serious doubts are entertained whether 
the enterprise will prove a success. Trout, however, conld not 
fall. There le do better water for them on tbe face of tbe globe, 
and I am sure tbe two fish would live happily together. A geu- 
tleman from Chicago, who has visited the river for several years, 
and who Is an appreciative angler. Intimated to me hie purpose to 
Initiate the experiment. If he shaU do so speedily I have no 
doubt he will have hla reward In the rare sport which his progeny 
will afford him. 

While this region has been rendered famous by Its grayling, 
the small lakes In which It abounds are full of bass—a flah quite 
as strong as either trout or grayling, and more attractive to thoaa 
who mistakenly prefer a worm, minnow or spoon to a fly when 
angling. Three, four and five pounders are not uncommon, 
wbUe a lady assured me that the day before she had taken one 
which weighed six pounds snd a quarter. The drawback to most 
vlaitora to these primitive lakes Is that there are, as yet, no house 
accommodatloDS on their borders. Tents ars a necessity; but 
tents, when pitched and furnished by old campaigners, are fit 
habltitlone for a king. 

It will not be long before the territory from the An Sable to 
the Straits—now aoeeailble, Inland, by roll and miniature river 
steamers—will be a favorite resort for anglers and sensible Sum¬ 
mer tourists. A month’s stay bereabonts costs lees than a like 
sojourn in the Adlrondacks, Including railroad fare and all other 
ezpensee. 

When I started for the An Sable, I expected to go and come 
“unknowing and unknown,” for I found pleasure In the fact that 
I was Id search of a new fish In (to me) new waters;—literally, In 
the expressive phrase of the country, “prospecting.” But I wsa 
robbed of this sense of isolation on reaching Bay City, where I 
met the esteemed discoverer of the grayling, D. H. Pltzhugb, Jr., 
one of the well-known family of our own state, whose name for 
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half a ceatur; has been the eyDon^m of all Integrity and honor. 
He not only posted me In all that It was necessary to know, but 
Insisted that 1 should take with me his tent and camp kit, "that I 
might be comfortable." I knew enough of the proverbial 
courtesy of the craft not to refuse the kindly offer, and had my 
reward In the pleasure which its ready acceptance afforded my 
friend and In the luxurious "ease In mine ion" wtrich I subse¬ 
quently enjoyed myself. 

Chinese Hethoda of Fishing. 

The Chinese, among many of their original Ideas, have some 
curious ones on this subject, and doubtless fish now as they did 
a thousand years ago; an, though on the coasts they may have 
adopted the generally-accepted system of working nets, on the 
waters In the Interior of the country they adhere to the methods 
peculiar to their own nation—methods quaint and curious. The 
lakes and rivers of China, and especially of the North, are so 
abundantly stocked with fish that In some places men called Bsh- 
catebers make their living by actually selxlng and drawing them 
out with their bauds. The man goes Into the water and proceeds, 
half walking half swimming, raising bis arms above his head, and 
letting them drop, striking the surface with hie bauds. Mean¬ 
while his feet are moving on the muddy bottom. Presently he 
stoops with a rapid dive and brings up a flsb In his bands. The 
striking of the surface was Intended to frighten the flab, which, 
alarmed, sink to the bottom; then the naked feet feel them In 
the mud, and once felt, the practiced hand secures them In a 
moment. Catching Bsh In this manner la, of course, a trade In 
Itself, and the plentiful supply It Implies Is somewhat explained 
by the fact that even the little ponds of northern China swarm 
with scaly life. On the great Nlng-po river the same principle Is 
used on a more extended acale with boats and nets. The boats 
are ready for a flow of the tide to take them In crowds up the 
river, and when they halt the nets are thrown out and the oars 
and sculls beat the water with a loud splashing noise. After 
resting in the same place for ten minutes or a quarter of an hour, 
they move on again to another station, and there repeat the beat¬ 
ing and splashing. The noise on the surface is meant for an 
alarm, as in the case of the flsh-catcher, and It Is said that this 
mode of Ashing soon loads the nets. Another curious method 
employed by the Chinese Is generally practiced at night, and de¬ 
pends upon a peculiar power which a white screen stretched un¬ 
der the water seems to possess over the Ashes, decoying them to 
It sod making them leap. A man, sitting at the stern of a long 
narrow boat, steers her with a paddle to the middle of a river, and 
there stops. Along the right hand side of bis boat a narrow sheet 
of while canvas Is stretched; when he leans to that side It dips 
under the surface, and If it Ira a moonlight night gleams through 
the water. Along the other side of the boat a net Is fastened so 
as to form a barrier two or three feet high. The boatman keeps 
perfectly still. If another boat pa-ses by he will not speak; he 
is only Impatient at the alight breaking of the silence. While bh 
keeps thus without a sound or stir, the Ash, attracted by the white 
canvas, approach and leap, and would go over the boat and be 
free in their native waters on the other side but for the screen of 
netting, which stops them and throws them down before the 
mati'a feet. Every one must have beard of the Ashing cormo¬ 
rant, which Is actually trained In China to catch Ash. A man 
takes out ten or twelve of these web-footed birds in the boat, and 
as soon as the boat stops, at his word they all plunge Into the 
water and begin at once searching for and diving after Ash. 
They are most diligent workers, for if one of them Is seen swim¬ 
ming about Idle the Chinaman In the boat strikes the water near 
the bird with the end of a long bamboo; and, not touched, but 
re-called to a sense of duty, the cormorant at once turns to busi¬ 
ness again. As soon as a Ash Is caught, a word from the man 
brings the bird swimming toward him. He draws It Into the boat, 
and It drops Its prey from Its bill. There is always a straw or 
string tied around the neck to prevent the Ash from being swal¬ 
lowed, and this string requires the nicest adjustment lest It may 
choke the bird—a result which would certainly follow if It slipped 
lower down on the neck. The sagacity and workmanlike method 
of the birds are shown when they get Into difScultles. If the Ash 
caught Is too large for one beak to secure, another cormorant 
comes up to the struggle, and the two with united efforts bring 
their prize to the boat. On the rivers and canals near Nlng-po, 
Shanghai, and Foo-chow-foo the employment of these birds Is by 
no means an uncommon sight; but they are never to be seen Ash¬ 
ing In the Summer months, their work being In the Winter, be¬ 
ginning always about October and ending In May. The birds 
have of course to be subjected to a system of training, which Is 
carried on In the cormorant breeding and Ashing establishments, 
one of which is at a distance of thirty or forty miles from Shang¬ 
hai.—C/iambera’ Journal, 

T>'hat tlie Doctors Uet From Harine Life. 

■ In an Interesting article in the New York Tima on the sources 
from which the doctors get many of their remedies, and which 
showed the writer's knowledge of his subject to very good ad¬ 
vantage, were attracted by the list which he gave as being 
obtained from the Ashes, and was greatly astonished that one so 
well Informed as he, should be so ignorant of what Is entitled to 
be called a Ash. 

On going over the list we And but two Ashes, Cyprinut barinu 
a carp and Oadut lota the ling. The dolphin Is a mammal like 
the whale and porpoise and Is easily confounded with true Ashes, 
but a sponge I 

Star-Ash and cray-Ash are not Ash and "shell-Ash" are shell- 
mollusks. It Is Interesting, however, and the following Is the 
portion relating to marine and Auviatlle life: 

"The Ashes contribute largely to the requirements of the 
homeopathic pharmacist. Mum purpurea Is made from the 
small purple sbell-Asb said to have been the basis of the famous 
Tyrian dye. Its 'provings’ show that it is capable of dimin¬ 
ishing memory, producing difficulty In connecting words, caus¬ 
ing dullness and pain In the bead, and acting as an aphrodisiac. 
Therefore, on the homeopathic principle, it most be expected to 
cure all those things. Sepia, the dried Auld ejected by cuttle- 
Asb, Is given to regulate disturbed circulation In the female sex, 
and for other things. A'pon^ia tosCa is simply roasted sponge. It 
used to be given by physicians of the old school, and, without 
doubt, was of some value by reason of the large amount of Iodine 
It contained, but that substance Is now administered more conven¬ 
iently and effectively In other forme, and the homeopathists have 
a practical monopoly of the use of the burnt sponge. Cancer 
Jluvialie, the cray-Ash, when taken alive and mashed up. Is sup¬ 
posed to cure all affections resembling the red rashes occasion 
ally produced on some persons by the eating of lobsters and 
cray-Ash. Aiteriae rubent Is a tincture prepared from a species 
of star-Ash, taken alive, cut In pieces, and macerated ^n alcohol. 
A genus of small leaped cruetaeea, dried and made into tincture, 
supplies the medicine labeled Armadillo vulgarii. Cyprinut barbua 
Is made from the roe of the Ash bearing that name, collected In 
the month of May. The fresh skin of the DdpMnui amaionieut 
one of the dolphin family. Is triturated and used as a medldne. 
Oadut lota Is the Anely powdered backbone of ths eel- pout, a Ash 
that decomposes so rea^y after death that Bsbemien know It 


by the suggestive name of 'stlnk-allve.' The fresh dried blood 
of a species of horse-shoe crab, found in the East Indies, and 
there called the ‘sauce-pan’ crab. Is triturated with sugar of 
milk and prescribed as Limulut eydopt.” 

Kibbino at Obnbva, Hwitzekuand. —There Is some very Ane 
Ashing to be obtained at Qeneva. It Is neither desirable nor pos¬ 
sible to use a boat on the river. A boat on the lake Is, of course, 
absolutely necessary; the mode of trolling Is peculiar. Flsb have 
been killed at any time from October to March, of from three 
pounds to Afteen pounds, and even larger. Ouchy, Vevay and 
Vllleneuve are among the best known stations; but no doubt the 
exploring angler would And many as good or better, to Ash alone, 
though, of course, a boatman la handler. A few phantoms of 
the largest size might be taken. 

During the Summer there Is no Ashing to be had below the 
Aroe mouth, owing to the discoloration of the water by the melt¬ 
ing snow from the mountains. Above the junction, however, a 
few trout may always he got by Ashing very early or late. Com¬ 
mence at a mill on the north bank, about a quarter of a mile 
above the junction, and Ash as far as the water Is clear and deep, 
which it Is for some Afty yards below the big rock opposite the 
junction. Deep wading Is absolutely necessary, as all the best 
places are unAehable from the shore in consequence of the 
bushes. One will here pick up a few brace of trout, some of 
them up to two pounds, or even more, possibly a stray grayllug 
or two, and a kind of dace which sometimes rises greedily. 
About the only other kind of Ash is a species called there “lottc," 
which however, only feeds on the bottom; crawAsh are numer¬ 
ous and delicious. The black palmer does good execution; but 
by far the beet Is a March brown tied with a long body, May-Ay 
fashion. Use this as point Ay and It seldom falls. Don’t use too 
Ane gut, as sometimes you may have a pulling match with a two 
or even three pounder. A fourteen-foot rod, not too Umber, Is 
best for this Ashing. 

But the Ashing par aedlenre cannot be said to commence until 
the Aroe clears; In fact, from October to March la about the sea¬ 
son. Go by rail to the Arst station from Geneva on the French 
line, and commence Ashing at an Island—or, at any rate, what 
had been an Island during the Summer hlghwater—and Ash down 
to La Plalne station, or even below It If you have time, ri turnlng 
to Qeneva by the evening train. On this waters trout of twenty- 
nine pounds was killed with Ay, and several Ash of from ten to 
twenty pounds. Wading, here as elsewhere. Is absolutely neces¬ 
sary. Here, and on other parts of the river, may be had good 
sport on the very coldest days In December and January. 

In addition to the above mentioned Alee, a red palmer Is good, 
and for a big Ash the following Is hard to beat: tall, a bit of scar¬ 
let Ibis, a third of an Inch long; body, hare’s lug and olive ribbed 
with narrow gold twist, a big bunchy, sooty olive hackle all up, 
dark mallard wing, and two or three horns of either red macaw 
or dyed swan; medium salmon size. If there Is a big one In the 
river on the feed he will be pretty sure to have a look at that. 
A strong fourteen foot rod Is wanted for this work. 

Altogether our Ashermen intending visiting Geneva need not 
leave their rods and Ashing kit behind them. 

Fish is Lake Cosstance. —The Lake of Constance presents 
no cities like Geneva, and no rural retreats along lU banks so 
attractively situated as those of Its rival city; but It Is Important 
as being the avenue of approach to Switzerland from Germany, 
and having its banks more cosmopolitan In character than those 
of any of the group of Inland waters. It Is In all respects worthy 
of being regarded as a model lake for the study of Swiss 
pecullarltle: and the countless phenomena of Its surface as of the 
Inhabitants of its banks and Its depths. In place of Mont Blanc 
In the distance, It has the lofty Sentis In its Immediate vicinity, 
with Its steep declivity rising from the lake In Imposing majesty. 
The Sentis is the great mountain of the Lake of Constance, and 
Is plainly seen from nearly every point. 

The Lake of Constance Is renowned for the variety of Its Ash, 
of which there are more than twenty kinds that are well known 
and In continual use during the season. Of these the salmon 
variety Is the most prized. It being very delicate and savory, and 
having a Aavor peculiar to this lake. It requires seven years to 
mature, and when full-grown is about eighteen Inches In length. 
It winters In the depths of the Like, and appears In the Spring, and 
has so regular a course from its Winter retreat to Its Summer re¬ 
sort, that the Ashermen know just where and when to expect It. 
Some years It la very plenty, so that In one season, not loBgago, 
no less than forty thousand were taken at a single draught. By 
the aid of the rail these are now sent to many parts of Europe, 
and especially to Paris. 

Some of the Anny tribe of this lake may be counted among the 
giants. A species of sturgeon grows sometimes to the length of 
ten feet, and they are so large that a man can scarcely embrace 
them, and will weigh a hundred pounds and over. Old Ashermen 
maintain that since the Introduction of steamboats on the lake 
the Ash are leas plentiful, being annoyed and destroyed by the 
action of the vessela Others, with more reason, maintain that 
the decrease Is caused by reckless Asblog and unseasonable 
periods, and the citizens of some of the towns are now moving 
with great energy In the effort to secure legal protection to the 
Ash. And this is. Indeed, the case with all the Swiss lakes of 
late, in proportion as they are becoming summer resorts, and the 
hotels demand the Ash for their guests. While sitting at the 
table of one of these last Summer, we heard at the distant end of 
the table a aeries of ejaculations that followed the steward as he 
passed along the table with a magnlAcent Ash beautifully dressed 
and served on a large silver salver, previously to distributing It 
to the expectant company .—Motional HepotUory. 

Qioantio Rat in the Chinese SiAB.—Sbanffbai Courier, 
Saturday, July 18, 1878, says: “The Messageries Maritlmes 
steamer Anadyr, which arrived yesterday, reports that when In 
the vicinity of Tong-'Tong Island the process of the steamer was 
suddenly stopped, and the cause was ascertained to be a tremendous 
ray (Aat Ash), which doubtless bad been surprised In Its sleep, 
having been struck by the stem of the steamer. The engines 
were stopped Immediately, and attempt was made to raise the 
monster en to the deck. All the materials used In the attempt, 
however, broke under the weight, and the Interesting capture 
had to be abandoned, to the great regret of all. According to 
the estlmBte of some persons on board, the Ash weighed from 
8,000 poBBdato 10,000 pounds.”

DeobbaAb or THB Fish Supply. —Mr. Frank Buckland and 
Mr. ^Dcer Walpole,tbe Sea Fisheries Commissioners for England 
and Wales, visited Liverpool for the purpose of bearing evidence 
as to the use of the trawl net and the seine net, and the alleged 
destruction of the fry and spawn of sea Ash by these modes of 
Ashing. Witnesses were examined, and, with one exception, all 
were of opinion that the supply of Aat llsb.bad fallen off very 
considerably, and of other Ash to some extent. The reason given 
was the use of nets having small meshes, which prevented small 
Ash from escaping. As a remedy, the enforcement of large- 
meshed nets, and the observance of aclosetime was enggeated. 

—Black baas are umunally abundant in the npper Delaware 
this season. 


Detroit Notes.— Detroit, Mich. — Editor Chieag* Field: —I 
would like your correspondent “Saganaw” to tell me bow the 
Ash commissioners of this state planted that 1,000,000 whlte- 
Ash, while up to this date there has not been an egg of the wblte- 
Asb placed on the screens. If he Intended to refer to the plant 
of last Spring he should have said 14,000,000 whlteAsh were 
planted. This year they intend to hatch some 10,000,000 white- 
Ash, 250,000 brook trout, three to Ave millions, beside all the 
grayling they can. We are In hopes we will have a legislature 
that will pass a proper game and Ash law; every day shows the 
Importance of It. All kinds of game have been slaughtered In 
lu season and out of season, and wasted. Our state sportsmen’s 
association meets in January to discuss the question and will 
have papers read by some of the best moo In our state. We 
shall do all we can to preserve our game and Ash. I sincerely 
hope your state will do the same, and assist us lu Congress In re¬ 
gard to the protection of the whlteAsh, for If something is not 
done, and that quickly, they will be entirely destroyed.

DlHcases of Dogs. 


BY DR. A. E. BUZZARD, U.R.O.V.S.L. 


RHEUMATISM. 

There Is no animal more subject to rheumatism ttaon the dog, 
frequently showing very little lever, but sometimes accompanied 
with general fever or local loBammatlon. The frequent cause of 
this disease Is owing to the constant exposure of the dog to cold 
and wet, but the causes are numerous; damp kennels, wbicb are 
the fertile source of kennel lameness, or chest founder, which Is 
nothing more than rbenmatlc loBammatlon of the subecapular 
muscles. Metastasis of eruptive diseases, laziness and luxurious 
living, and overfeeding are among the causes of rheumatism. ■ 

I All dogs are subject to this disease; no species are exempt from 
its ravages. 

There are two forms of this disease, the acute and ebraide. The 
malady often shows Itself very suddenly. The tymptomi usually 
noticed are; Evidence of fever, but not always of a very high 
character, the pulse being full but not very quick, swelllog of 
the joints, the parts tender, severe pains In the muscles, muzzle 
hot and dry, loss of appetite, constipation of the bowels, and If 
you move the animal ho howls with pain; the urine Is generally 
scanty and high-colored. 

Chron e rluumatUmli usually the sequel of the acute form of 
disease, but often without any previons acute attack; It la most 
generally seen In aged doga; It la accompanied with little or no 
fever, slthongh the InAammatlon and awelllng Is sometimes very 
groat. The pain oftso sblf Is anddsnly from one part of tbs body

Fits and Babies. 


BT A. B. BAKZB, V. ■ “ 

Owing to the eicesslve neneltlveneM ot the nervoue Bjetem of ^ 
the doe con*equent upon domeetlcAtlon, mnd that being tncreaeed 
by in and in breeding, we And fits a very common aiimeut in 
them, eipeclaliy among the finer breeds. On account of the pre- 
vailing fear of rabies, any derangement of the eyetem that la J 
any way violent or reaombling fits among our canine friends, 
BUggeata immediately the idea of “mad dog," and the family pel 'i 
leat once dispatched to hie everlasting rest, when if a little more 
discretion could be used, and the case calmly considered and 
treated, the life of a patleni, valuable friend could be saved. jy 

There are very few well authenticated cases of rabies recorded 
as occurring in this country, but there are any number of pjwr, » 
frightened, or sick dogs killed supposed to be aflected with rabies. 
This is done partly through fear of being bitten by a mad dog; 
and more through Ignorance of the pathology of the diseases that 
have some symptoms in common. vi 

Fits are thought by many to bo invariably connected with or J 
indicative of rabies, but It la a great mistake; they, as ordinarily 
seen, are the result of a derangment of the nervous system and 
are called epileptic fits. They may be caused by worms, either In 
the bowels or bronchial tubes; many kinds of poison, especially ^ 
those Irritating to mucous membranes, as the metallic salts; Irri- 
tating vegetable matters; Indigestion; constipation; effusion on 
the brain, either as a result of disease or a blow on the head; 
ossifle prolongations and horny enlargements on the inner sur- 
face of the cranium, producing pressure on the brain; nervous 
prostration, usually the result of disease as seen In distemper and ^ 
other deblliUtlng complaints. 

The symptoms arc known to all dog fanclers,and are very cbarac- 

terisUc. The fit is ushered in with great nervous excitement,which 

rapidly Increases, and rune its course quickly through all Its 
stages from the wild staring expression of the eyes, trembling of 
the head and forequarters, which gradually creeps over the whole 
body, eiciUtlon of the salivary glands, causing a profuse flow of 
saliva, which accounts for the frothing at the mouth, delirium l 
and Insenelblllty to the great prostration which always follows; ^ 

from which they usually recover sooner or later accor^ng to the 
cause, as in derangements of the cranium, in which case they 
recover rapidly, or death relieves them from further j 

which is usually the ultimate result when the fits follow deblllta- ^ 

ting diseases. i 

Rabies, misnamed hydrophobia, is a specific blo^ poison, 
the exact nature and cause of which are not well known; 
but we do know that It Is contagious by inoculation through the 
bite of a rabldanlmal, that it is incurable and faUl in man or beast, 
and that It does sometimes arise spontaneously In the dog and 
cat- the supposed causes being long continued solitary conflu^ 
ment and the enraging fever of hunger and thirst, especially the 
latter. The symptoms are an expression of fear on the counte¬ 
nance, of an Imaginary foe which prompts the dog to seek pro¬ 
tection of hie master, which he will do by licking his hand more j 
energetically than usual and by looking wistfully up into his face, i 
or hi wUI hide behind any object he can find convenient, and can i 
only be brought out by the greatest amount of coaxing. 

It may be noticed that they are terribly excited, start suddenly 
and wildly at the least disturbance, are excessively thirsty, but 
seem to be unable to swallow on account of swelling of the 
throat; they will turn away from water after trying to drink with 
a whine or a howl; are not inclined to eat much during the first 
stage. If they eat any It Is bolted. This stage of nervous excite¬ 
ment generally lasts from one to three days when they gradually 
get worse and may be seen to snap at imaginary objects, and 
acquire a depraved appetite, will eat dirt, sticks, stones, thread, 
gnaw old boots and carpeto, and wlU give an occasional howl of 
the most excessively despondent, hopeless character ever heard, 
although in some cases they have what is termed the dumb rabies, 
when they make no noise of any kind, „ ^ 

They finally come out of their hiding place goaded by that ter¬ 
rible nervons restlessness so characteristic of the disease and st^ 
on the march with the saliva dribbling from their mouth, the 
back arched, the fianks tucked up, a wild, haggard expression of 
countenance and hair storing, presenting an appearance alto¬ 
gether so dreadful as never to be forgotten when once seen. 

They usually march in a straight line and only atop to bite 
what comes in their way be it animate or inanimate. If the 
dlsesse is allowed to toko its course they finally die of exhaustion. 
There Is delirium but no Insensibility, and the delirium nwer 
takes the form of a fit The symptoms are In the main so differ¬ 
ent and so characteristic that we hope those who happen to read 
this will never be tempted to destroy a valuable animal supposed 
to be rabid when he is only suSering from a fit The treatment 
of rabies is only preventive, the disease Itself being Incurable. 
Excise and cauterize the bitten part immediately. In a doubt¬ 
ful «*«"> Isolate the animal and make him secure with a strong 
chain, and wait developments. In a plain case destroy him and 
bury him deep. 

The treatment of fits conslste In first aecertalnlng the cause 
and removing it then watch the symptoms and combat them u 
they arise. Nothing can be done during the fit, but Immediately 
afterwards give small doses of brandy to overcome the prostra¬ 
tion and administer potassium bromide In from five to ten grain 
doses every three or four hours. 

Spasmodic colic is simply cramps lu the stomach or bowels; 
may be caused by Indigestible food, worms, drugs or poison. 
The symptoms are rolling and twisting the body, whining, get^ 
ting up and down, moving from place to place, and the whole 
charecteiized by tb 0 pain being Intermlttant. It comcB on sua- 
denly, and may go off as suddenly, or it may run on to Inflamma- 
tlon of the bowele and terminate fatally- There Is no need of 
this being mistaken for rabies or fits, as there Is no delirium, nor 
Insensibility, no frothing at the mouth nor dribbling of saliva, no 
baggardy fearful expreealon, but almply expression of pain by 
crying and whining the seme as a child would under similar cir- 
cnmstonces. The treatment consists in giving mild dlfluslble 
stimulants, as brandy, nitrous or sulphuric ether, chloral 
hydrate, or almply giving ginger or peppermint tea, warm In¬ 
jections and hot rugs to the abdomen.

I was in attendance at the St Paul dog show as well as the 
field trials, and in my estimation the dog jockeying of Davidson 
began not at the trials, but when he gave Mlley the first prize over 
Maggie May in the bench show, thus giving the latter bitch (a 
good one, no one will deny, and one Mr. Whitman believes to ^ 
a coming show winner) a perfect tIUe to enter, according to the 
rules of the Nation il American Kennel Club, in the open classes 
Bt other, larger and more profitable bench shows. Then when It 
came to the trials it was clear to any fair-minded person, just m 
you, Mr. Editor, claim, that it was J. H. Whitman, aided by John 
Davidson, tia. the field. I had no dogs entered, but had I they 
should have been withdrawn at once, as the whole thing as it was 
to me was most repugnant, and so far as deciding the honest 
merits of the dogs was the most farcical piece of business I over 
want to witness. Tricks of the race track sink into Insignificance 

beside this affair. _^ 

I want to see other sportamon’s version of this affair, and would 
ask Messrs. Whltford, Sanborn, Jones and others to either refute 
or corroborate the charges. Come, gentlemen, you have no 
need of heslUncy. Mr. Davidson courts an Investigation. For 
charity's sake let him have it. . . 

It has always, to my notion, been a most unwise policy to 
elevate a man to the position of judge at a show or a trial who 
makes dog-breeding a business. I have watched for some time 
the judging of John Davidson, and can say some of hie awards 
have been most astonishing—to others as well as myself. Judges 
should be men who own and breed dogs for amusement and 
pleasure, not profit; forwhUe one of the latter may have no dogs 
of bis own in the contest, be is sure to lean In his declsloiM ^ 
ward those dogs of like breeding as his. One thing is 
John Davidson will never judge at another field trial, for If he Is 
ever put forward to the position the trials wlU never eventuate, 
for Dearly every mao who had doga entered in the Mloneaota 
trials aver they will never run them under John Davidson again. 
Nor do we want any more of the man at bench shows,, for now 
that he Is known, such an appointment would surely be inimical 
to the success of any show.

Cato 09 Retrievers. 


The Sacramento (California) Pnion states that a resident of 
Sacramento county, who has a peculiar faculty of training ani¬ 
mals, has educated three cats to serve the purpose of dogs as re¬ 
trievers. When he tabes up his gun and calls them from the 
house, they follow with a grand rush, mewing and whining ex¬ 
citedly. When a bird Is shot, they enter upon the llvllest kind of 
a race to retrieve It, and. If It 1* not In sight, hunt the ground 
thoroughly, never omitting to slap at one another viciously when¬ 
ever they come within reaching ^stance. No matter which of 
the trio finds the bird, the carrying to the shooter Is generally done 
by a patriarchal Thomas, who “plays roots" upon the others very 
cunningly, ind scratches and bites If one of the other cats gets 
the game first and does not surrender It on demand. He carries 
the bird to hi* master, and stands guard over It until It Is taken 
from him and bagged. 

Commenting on the above statements the San Francisco Alta Is 
satisfied that cats generally could be trained, not only as retriev¬ 
ers, but also to catch game for their masters. A lady of San 
Francisco, when living In the country several years since, seeing 
her cat bring a quail to her kittens, took It from her, caressed 
her, and gave her a piece of fresh beef. The cat, understanding 
then, for the first time, that her mistress wanted quail, brought 
one to her the next day, and frequently afterward, once three In 
one day. Previously she has caught them for herself or her kit¬ 
tens. It Is well known that cats are expert bird-catchers, and the 
question whether their skill cannot be used for the benefit of their 
masters deserves attention. 

The Alta’s statement gives force to the charges often made that 
the number of game birds annually destroyed by cats, tame as 
well as those In a seml-wlld state, of which there arc a great 
many, Is much larger than generally supposed. 

Lst No Goiltt Mxn Escape.— LaCrosse, WIs.—Sdifor Chi¬ 
cago Field: —To-day’s number of the CniCApo Fibi.d arrived 
promptly as usual, and, as always, filled to repletion with things 
dear to sportsmen’s hearts. I bow my head In honor to you 
and the Chicago Field for the prompt and energetic treatment 
of the Minnesota field trial scandal; and believe me, “Mohawk,” 
you will not stand alone, Ex-Judge Davidson’s sorry letter to the 
ForeA and Stream notwithstanding. It Is about time that this 
case was fully tested on Its merits, as sportsmen cannot afford 
to send their dogs for competition where such favoritism Is 
openly shown, and every sense of justice and manhood la as 
openly disregarded as was the case at Sauk Center, which can be 
fidly vouched for by sporUmm present. It is time we have a 
judge, who not only metes out justice but who does not engage 
In what you call "billingsgate” with his co-judges, and forgets 
that which God meant him to be—a man. It may be bard to 
find a man who could fill such a position, but there Is no doubt 
but what there are a great many among our brothers In the 
West as well as the South, who would fill the position of a judge 
at bench shows and field trials better than this ex-judge—In 
whom no gentleman can have faith after what has happened. 

I do not write this to spite Mr. Davidson. I had no dog at 
Sauk Center, but I have dogs that will In future compete at both 
bench and field trials—if they and I are allowed health and life 
—that Is to say. If shows and trials can be conducted on hon¬ 
orable principles, but If not, let the sportsmen stay home and 
give the field to the jockeys. Let the dog fanciers take warning 
from the decline of the trotting turf In Greet Britain until about 
two yqars ago, and to some extent up to thq present day and 
stop In time those disreputable performances, among which the 
Sauk Center business la one—or else their “occupation will be 
gone.” I will tire your readers no further and close with the 
earnest appeal to our brother sportsmen: “Let no guilty man 
escape I’’ Be It even the great (?) Judge Davidson—In whom we 
imagined that we had a “ns pfu* ultra" man and judge, and let 
us stand by the Chicago Field In denouncing the'rings of 
bench shows and field trials. Banshee.

THE SHOWS FOR 11879. 

Detroit will open the bench show season of 1879, on January 
7 8 9 and 10. The prizes regular and special will amount to 
12,000, and everything will be done to make the show first 
claM In all respects, for which the sUndlng of the officers of the 
association and the well known ability of Mr. Lincoln, the super¬ 
intendent, is a guarantee. 

Which will be the next In the circuit aud the date when It 
will be held the futnre will determine. A show In Chicago Is 
probable, but as yet It has not been definitely determined on, nor 
Is it likely to be before the beginning of the year. If one la 
held It will be on a scale of magnificence such as the Garden City 
Is noted for in all she undertakes, and unless it 
can be so given It will be deferred until another 
year. Neither men nor money are wanting to carry it to a suc¬ 
cessful Issue, but the difficulty Is the place to hold It. The Ex¬ 
position building, where it was held In 1879, la the only place 
attainable, but the expense of heating so large a building Is an 
Item the Bench Show Association have carefully considered, and 
find together with the rent to amount to so laige an amount as 
to hardly warrant the undertaking. The expense would be not 
only In the fuel consumed, hut the building having no facilities 
for heating would have to be specially fitted up for the purpose, 
and the apparatus removed after the show. During the show of 
1876 the weather was unusually warm for the season, and yet the 
portion of the building used for the show could not be kept 
properly warmed with the stoves used for the purpose. The few 
dogs near them wore too warm, while those away from them 
were too cold. On Friday night, the last night of the show, the 
weather suddenly changed to cold, and on Saturday morning the 
thermometer was below zero; the owners of dogs who had not 
left the night before realized how fortunate It was the weather 
had been warm. 

This question of heating the building necessarily Influences the 
date of holding the show. January and February are not to be 
considered as they are generally our two coldest months; 
March Is but little better. April and May then are the two 
months left to choose from, and here the difficulty comes In. 
Boston has claimed May 6, 7, 8 and 9. Philadelphia Is going to 
bold a show, and some time in April Is the period generally be¬ 
lieved the Philadelphia Kennel Club will select. The Chicago 
Association have no desire to run In opposition to either Boston 
or Pbilsdelphla, but should they hold a show will select a date 
that will Interfere with neither, but form a link In the circuit, 
either between Detroit and Philadelphia, or between Philadelphia 
and Boston. 

Whether the Westminster Kennel Club will give a show In 
New York next year we have not heard, but presume they will. 
While they would hardly consent to the extortionate rent 
charged for GUlmore’s Garden for their last show, they are not 
wlthont a place to answer almost as well, and which can be se¬ 
cured at a minimum rent, compared with what they paid 
for GUmore’fl Garden. The rink, while not as grsnd In Its ap¬ 
pointments, nor affording the same room as Gilmore's Garden, 
yet we think would be found to be quite large enough, and 
In all respects suited for the purpose. As the Westminster 
Kennel Club held their show this year the third week In May 
we presume next year. If they give a show, the date will be 
about the same, so as to wind up the circuit as they did this 
year. 

The Baltimore Kennel Club will not give a show next year; so 
should Cbicsgo even not give a show the clrcntt will be about the 
same, Philadelphia taking the place of Baltimore, and should 
Chicago give a show the circuit will be Increased by just one. If 
the Philadelphia Kennel Club would select a date as early as pos¬ 
sible for holding their show Chicago could then determine 
whether she would this year form a member of the circuit or not. 

Apropo of" the Philadelphia show we understand the Phila¬ 
delphia Kennel Club, which la pomposed of the very best citi¬ 
zens of Philadelphia, so much so as to be considered glltredged, 
are making extensive preparations for their coming show, which 
in the liberality of the premiums Is not to be exceeded by any 
other show. 

The Massachusetts Kennel Club Intend to eclipse their show of 
last year, and knowing well the calibre of the men of which the 
club Is composed we are satisfied their show will be second to 
none. 

From numerous private letters received the question which Is 
agitating the owners of dogs and which It Is claimed Is going to 
give the bench show associations trouble Is who Is to succeed Mr. 
Davidson as judge. The difficulty Is one very eaklly overcome. 
Sportsmen have been edncatlng themselves on the points of 
doge of different breeds, and there Is therefore much less diffi¬ 
culty In obtaining a competent judge now than there was. A 
change In the judge we think will not be regretted by the ma¬ 
jority of exhibitors as there has been for a long time a desire for 
a change, especially In the East. All things, therefore, consid¬ 
ered It Is about as well that there should be a fresh deal around. 

We could mention many gentlemen whose names suggest them¬ 
selves to ns who are eminently fitted for the position, but two 
will suffice. Dr. Twaddell, of Philadelphia, has already served as 
a judge at four different bench shows, and we have reason to be¬ 


lieve acceptably to the exhibitors and bench show associations. 
The Doctor Is a gentleman of knowledge on matters canine, and 
Is known to be Impartial to the different strains of dogs and 
their breeders. Mr. E. F. Stoddard, of Dayton, Ohio, Is a capital 
judge of a dog, and a gentleman, who we are satisfied would 
prove an Impartial judge. The Bo:!lal position these two gentle¬ 
men occupy Is such as to guarantee fair awards. If, therefore, 
they can be persuaded to act as judges at our coming bench 
shows, neither exhibitors nor kennel dubs need bother them¬ 
selves to look any further for a suitable judge. 


Poor Charm. —No one who reads the pathetic eulogy of Charm 
by Shamrock will fall to recognize the dollar (dolar) ous refrain 
which pervades it. It Is an III wind that blows no man any 
good, aud out of evil cometh good. Let the sportsmen rejoice 
then that “poor Charm" la henceforth withdrawn from the pub¬ 
lic stud, and that out of the little job set up at the Mlnnessota 
trials this good has come. His owner's loss will he the public 
gain. Mr. Whitman’s favorite theory of breeding, and which he 
has advocated in these columns, has been the cross of the Lav- 
erack on the native setter proper. We fall to recognize the wis¬ 
dom of choslng as a sire and founder of the breed a do' with a 
nose BO deficient that we question If be could smell his food ten 
feet off—a dog the cast out and abandoned of two kennels as 
being worthless beyond even the value of a meal—a dog literally 
devoid of both field aud bench show qualities. Yet from the loins 
of this dog was to spring the coming dog. While he will be 
allos'ed to “pollute" only his owner’s kennel, yet we cannot but 
regret that such a “mean, coutemptible brute” as Mr. Davidson 
terms him, should be able to propagate hla own specie. 

Mr. Whitman’s claim about Mr. Whitford’s score kept of the 
Minnesotatrlalscannotbesustalned. Hecamelntoour office a few 
days ago with a tremendous nourish of trumpets about Mr. Wblt- 
ford's score which Mr. Davidson had sent him. We could have 
then satisfied him of his mare’s nest, but we preferred to wait 
until the proper time arrives. 

Mr. Whitman wonders what would have been the consequence 
had he slept with one of the judges. That's beyond our compre¬ 
hension, and Is a Dundreary riddle. But a pertinent question 
for us to ask Mr. Whitman is why, when Mr. Davidson and him¬ 
self left St. Paul on Friday morning, to meet the rest of the field 
trial party on the following Monday, he took Tempest and left 
hts own dogs. Tempest he did not own, but was Interested In 
solely as the daughter of Charm, who wa.s to go In the public 
stud. Mr. Davidson knew Tempest was entered in the trials and 
he would have to judge her. Was it right for Mr. Davidson to 
see Tempest work before she came before him in the trlalsl We 
leave the public to judge. 


Dittmar Powder. —We are constantly having Inquiries about 
Dittmar powder.

Having no confi¬ 
dence la Its safety and not being willing to risk the use of it our¬ 
selves, we could not encourage our readers to use It, and thereby 
expose them to danger, by Inserting the advertisement of It In 
our columns. A bursted gun or perhaps, worse, a shattered hand 
or arm, we could not make up our mind to have laid at our door. 
On the other hand, Mr. Sqnlres, the agent of the powder, claims 
that between the old aud new powder there Is no comparison; 
that the accidents sll ocenrred with the old powder, and that the 
new powder Is equally as safe as black powder. Now we would 
suggest to Mr. Squires that he send some of the new powder to 
Mr. John A. Galbreath, Jackson, Mississippi, Judge T. A. Logan, 
Cincinnati, and Gen. C. Bbayler Smith, St. Louis, and persuade 
them to experiment with It, and give the pnbitc, through the col¬ 
umns of the Chicaoo Field, their opinion as to Its safety. We 
mention these gentlemen as a committee to submit It to, as we 
believe they are the most competent that can be found, and more¬ 
over their optnione would have more weight than all the adver¬ 
tising Mr. Squires can do. If these gentlemen pronounce It safe 
then we shall be satisfied. 


The Salmon Eoos Safe is Europe. —T.ie sbipmentof salmon 
egge made by Prof. Baird and accompanied by Mr. Mather on 
Oct. 13, have arrived safely. The 100,OOO for the Soclete d’ Ac- 
climatatlon, Paris, were left at Southampton on the 33d In good 
order, and the same number for the Netherlands were delivered 
at Bremerbaven In equally good condition. The Germans are 
delighted at such a quantity (350,000) of fine eggs free from all 
fungoid growth on dead ones, and their newspapers have given 
much space to accounts of bow they were taken on the McCloud 
river by Mr. Stone, packed and transported two hundred miles 
across the mountains to Sacramento and then by rati three 
thousand miles to New York, where they were repacked in re¬ 
frigerating boxes and started on another journey of equal length 
across the ocean arriving In as good condition and with as little 
loss perhaps as If they had remained In the hatching troughs in 
California. _

Amcriann vs. English Fire Arms—Cftptalo DucRlKne’s 
Reply to Dale Highland. 


Cincinnati, O. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The eagerness with which the young 
American backwoodsman of fifty or sixty years ago succeeded to 
the dk-icarded parental flintlock rifle was not more decidedly Illustra¬ 
tive of the deeply-rooted love, In our free blood, for arms and field 
sports than Is the ardent desire of the youth of the present day 
to secure the long-coveted rifle or improved fowling piece. 

“Constabulary’' and “proclaimed districts,” abundant abroad, 
we are happily Ignorant of, and the privilege of owning and 
using firearms Is one of the things dearest to the heart of the 
freeman. 

The marvelous growth In the United States during the last 
thirty years—and more notably daring the last decade—of the 
taste for field sports and firearms, la a cur;ous, Instructive and 
satisfactory condition of national development, the actual extent 
of which most people have actually no conception of, and several 
facts gratifying to oar national pride, and a score of requests 
from readers of the Commercial, prompts us to print some details 
which will prove of decided Interest. The time was, and not so 
many years ago, either, that provincial and narrow denomina- 
tlonallsm “looked daggers” at the man who would dare to go to 
the forest or stream wUb gnu or rod, for rest or relaxation; but 
genial counsel anil example of such men as the authors of “Noc- 
tes Ambroslanie” and “Kab and His Friends,” and, nearer home, 
of Audubon, Herbert and Spencer F. Baird; of Dr. Bethune and 
Judge J. D. Caton; of the veteran Dawson, of the Albany Even¬ 
ing Jourtud^ Orange Judd, and Drs. Edwards, H. Crosby, and H. 
M. Field In the Northweelern Chrulian Advocate, Chriitian Union 
and KvangelUt, respectively, have brought about a healthful 
change In public opinion, and to be now a disciple of honest 
Walton, or a follower of "the gentle art of Venerle,” one not 
only reta ns social position, but, by sensible people, Is the more 
regarded. 

In this matter, however, the young men of America are far 
enough beblud their Eugllsb cousins, aud our masses of young 
and middle-aged men, business and professional, greatly need to 
be reminded that they should oftener leave their dingy ware¬ 
houses, the medical text-book.«, the toilsome duties of bar and 
bench—vocations too often pursued city-wise. In what Dryden 
calls “darksome dog-holes”—and seek renewed leases of health 
and strength “where least ’t s threatened—In the fields and 
groves.” Pity ’tis that so plain a eermoo, most needed by those 
who pride themselves upon their intelligence, should need the 
preaching! Living a life of leas Intensity, and taking more 
rational recreation by brookslde, In forest or on boundless prairie, 
than Is the wont of the average American, would prove a far 
better “Investment” for purse and body, and brain, than the om¬ 
nipresent grasping and treadioill life of the dyspeptic Yankee. 

Of the utmost interest In all times and nations have been the 
details CDOcerolng the early history and development of firearms, 
and since it is a matter upon wbicn the preservation of liberty 
may depend, lack of interest and enterprise In that direction 
may be taken as a measure of a nation’s vitality, resources and 
permauencc. 

Munster said (In 1544) that it was believed the “dreadful can¬ 
non” was invented In 1380, and that “the vlllsio [a monk] who 
brought Into the world so mischievous a thing. Is not worthy that 
hla name should remain In the memory of men.” It is bollevod 
now that the Schwarz controversy need not be continued, as It 
seems probable that the Cbioese need gunpowder In A. D, 80; 
and In 690 the Arabs, obtaining their knowledge from India, used 
fire-arms against Mecca. In 1078 Solomon, of Hungary, used 
cannon In bombarding Belgrade, while In 1085 Tunisian ships 
shot “fiery thunder” In s naval battle near Toledo. Andsotbe 
record, curious enough, runs along to the death of Roger Bacon 
In 1294, after which there Is no question, of course, as to tbs use 
of the terrible agent which had now revolutionized warfare and 
the chase throughout the world. Specimens of small arms of 
various peoples are carefully preserved In the varlons museums of 
Europe, and they show at a glance that the breech-loadlog arm, 
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eniill or (p'eat, la oo aawthln^. Five “bombarda,” wrought iroo, 
abandoned by the Engllah in 1422, are now In the Mueee de I’Ar- 
tlllerle, Parla, and in the Woolwich areenal are breecb-loadlog 
cannon of Henry VI. (1426), and other guna onade of iron bara, 
hooped and welded together. The braaa and iron guna aunk upon 
the man of-war Mary Roae, 1S4S, and recovered 300 yeara later, 
are atlll in fair condition and of aurpaaelng intereat With her 
tremendoua armament her crew of 600 men were carried to a 
watery grave. 

Military conelderatione quite aalde, we aaeume that the Inter¬ 
eat In our day centera In the Implemeota Intended tor legitimate 
field eporta. For an hundred yeara, indeed, the eSorta of the 
best gun-makere of Europe have been directed to this one thing 
of producing fine fowling pieces, the construction of which they 
have aonght to base upon the moat correct principlee, ao that 
safety, artistic beauty and general eilectlvencss might be secured. 
Many years ago, long before the breech-loading principle was 
generally applied to small arms, the beautiful "Damaecus” bar¬ 
rels bad become popular, many barrel-makers aucceedlng in pro¬ 
ducing curious and beautiful convolutions In the metal, in imi¬ 
tation of the watering or "Juwher” in Oriental aword-bladee, etc. 
That the Indian artificers, with their rude appliances, have pro¬ 
duced (and are atlll producing) a quality of ateel of extraordinary 
goodness, Is and has been a source of envy and astonishment to 
Europeana; but it la probable. In spite of efforts not a few, that 
its quality has not yet been equaled. In the days of the fine old 
“filut-lock” fowling pieces, when "Joe Manton” lived and was 
producing his valued guns, “stub twist" was the favorite metal 
for barrels; and so persistently does this idea cling lu the popu¬ 
lar mind, that it la difficult to convince people that the barrels of 
to-day, of “laminated ateel” and “Damascus" are far superior. 
The harder and better barrels of the present day are made, for 
the moet part, of refined iron, and of mild eteel, saw cuttings, 
steel pen scraps, old coach springs, etc. 

The “laminated eteel” Is made In thia way; A long atrip of 
mild eteel of suitable thickness la procured, then a bar of supe¬ 
rior iron of the eame size, then another of eteel, and so on to 
the number of twelve, laying them upmn each other alternately. 
“The whole are then welded together and drawn through rolls, 
which reduces the size to | or {, as required, and into square 
bars. In this form it is supplied to the barrel welders. When 
it is to be converted.Into “Damaecus" the rod is heated and the 
two ends put into a kind of lathe • « * and twisted like a 
rop>e. By severe twisting the rod of six feet is shortened to three 
and made round. Two (or more) of these rods are placed together, 
with the Inclinations of the twist running in opposite dlrecttona. 
They are then welded into one and rolled down to a rod eleven- 
sixteenths of ao inch in breadth.” This rod is twisted Into a 
spiral tube. They now begin the welding. Spirals Intended for 
the breech end are heated to a welding beat for about three inches 
and “jumped" close by striking the end against the anvil. And 
so on until the barrel Is completely welded. For the laminated 
barrels two rods are used; for the Damascus three, which pro¬ 
duces a much finer figure, and the “fineness" of this figure, won¬ 
derful in some barrels, depends up>on the proportions of the 
metals, and particularly oothe extent of the “twisting” and the 
arrangement of the twisted rods before welding. Greener claims 
that Damascus is a much weaker metal than laminated Bteel,liken- 
ing It to ao overtwlstcd ropm; but the probability is that barrels 
of either kind, produced by a manufacturer who has a reputation 
to lose, will be found abundantly safe. Guo barrels, and the 
finest guns as well, are produced In quantities in England, France 
and Belgium, an extraordinary large number of the gun-makers 
of the world using the barrels, (“tubes,” as they are technically 
called), which are forged at the numerous manufactories In the 
vicinity of Liege, Belgium. 

It Is not a little gratifying that we should have succeeded In 
sending out, from American shops, shot-guns of wonderful ex¬ 
cellence. These, with exceptions absolutely trifling, have been 
“built” upon barrels made abroad, and fur years some of our 
'builders" have loudly proclaimed that they were making actual 
“American guns,” when the wares were American but In part 
This matter is one of the greatest Interest to sportsmen through¬ 
out the land, and Is a question demanding and receiving much 
attention. Some so-called “makers” having asserted that “gun- 
l arrels had been produced in the United States which for beauty, 
figure and proof had never been surpassed in Europe,” the testi¬ 
mony of the moat eminent authorities has been sought, and we 
give some of the replies. In which sportsmen and those interested 
In the industries of the Nation will find some preculiarly late In¬ 
formation. 

It will be In the nature of news to some sportsmen that the 
“Colt” people are makiug a double fowling-piece. For the 
benefit of some good folk who arc troubled unduly, It would be a 
pleasure If I could say that I was Ignorant of, or that I had not 
long ago handled, this “Colt" breech-loader. But 1 deserve no 
credit personally; fur, had this equine firm been lees enterprising, 
1 certainly should not have become acquainted, at so early a 
date, with so creditable a gun. They say; 

We have seen but very few rbot-gun barrels of American manofac- 
tare, and therefore our opiulon on that sabject would have very Utile 
weight. We did not suppose, however, that the Americau manu- 
ficinrera had as yet acquired sttMclent etlil in that branch of bnsineea 
to compete encceesfally with Siiropeau makers, and hence all our bar¬ 
rels thus far have been Imported. If any American manufacturer can 
rodnee as Sue speclmeos se sre Imported, we shall be pleased to see 
Is eamplea, with a view to'maklng ao arrangement for our eupply— 
provided, of course, prices sre satl-factory.

Uun-barrels of twiet, laminated ateel or Damasena figure cannot be 
made In the United States as cbesply and as sound and fins for the 
P'ice, as those imported from England or Belgium, where cheap labor, 
cheap material, and knowledge In manipulating the l.on, baaed on the 
siperb-nce of many generations, give the manufacturers very greatsd- 
vaotages. A very few such berrels sre made In this country for use in 
fpecl^ cases, but those now need by Nichols ft Lefever, Parker Broth- 
era. Remington ft Sons, and ihe American Anne Company (Fox's pat- 
cot) are all of for.;tga manufaclure, aud most y from Belglnm. The 
‘■ogle tubes are generally Imported In a partially finisbe" condltioa, 
sad these are maiched, finished and put together by the gunmikers

Abont ten yeara ago the Wesson Arms Company, of Springfield, 
Maermchnsetta, made donble-breecb-loadlng guns of very haodsome 
style aod floieb, hariog beantirnl barrela with a Damasena flgare, of 
their own mannfaetnre. While these guns showed excelleot work- 
msDshlp and fine material, they did not compare with the due guos of 
the beet London or Birmingham makers. This enterprise of the Wes- 
■on Arme Company was coniinned for two or throo years and was 
Anally abandoned hecanse nuprofltahle. 

Abont the same lime Bthen Allen ft Co., of Worcester, Hass., made 
breech.loading double-barreled guns, known as "Allen's patent;" they 
had twist or laminated Steel barrels, which were manufactnred from 
the Iron by E. Allen ft Co. The guos were of a leas expensive charac¬ 
ter than tnoso of the Wesson Arms Company, and they were kept on 
the market for a longer period, but finally toe maoafactnre was also 
dlacootinned. 

Neither of these gno makers were able to compete In price, finish 
and acyle with the English mekere, and one cauee for this wae the 
much higher coat of the barrela made by tbemeelvea. Quo barrele pay 
a doty of from thirty-five per cent, to forty-five per cent., the finer 
quantise paying the bigheet rate, yet sneh are ihe advantages in cheap 
material, cheap labor, with eoperlor eklll, at the command of foreign 
maoufaclurers that It le not at preaoot poset hie lu thle couutry to make 
and sell the seme goods here in competition. 

Tula la from a valued authority:

Tltere is no need of re- 
cordtne any other statement than This, hut. at the same time, we must 
ask you not to give publicity to thl-* In connection with our own name, 
as we do not csre to risk iujuriag our trade prospects.••••

Messrs. P. Powell & Co., a very old and excellent houae, said 
in reference to the etatemeut referred to, “Why, It la a lie.” 

From Mr. Bennett, the accomplished resident partner of B. 
KIttredge & Co., much information can be had if one knows how 
to extract It. The gentleman has varied and complicated Inter¬ 
ests at stake, and Is not to be trapped by irresponsible booblee. 
He was willing, however, to say that his idea was that the 
position assumed regarding American gun barrele could by no 
possibility be suetained. He was very free to say, however, that 
the progress of American mechanics was steadily upward, and 
that the future waa full of promise.

Mr. Raymond (treasurer of the American Arms Co., builders of 
the “Fox" gun) wrltea; 

Some ten years ago or more. Wesson, of Springfield, Maas., made 
some guns, and made the barrels himself. They were very fine ones, 
indeed, and ha got ■ large price for bis guns, t!S0, but the cost of the 
barrels was much more tbsn foreign work. The gun did nut take well, 
end wae soon abandoned. The barrels were no better than we had 
beeo using, hot they were made here. 

Parker Is making some cheap grades of barrele now—a singular pat- 
tera, which he does not employ on his better grades—and acknowl- 
edges they cost more Lhsu be can buy abroad for, but uses them to 
claim a gan of entirely American manufacture. 1 have no question 
the time is not far distant when, by the application of our Invenilve 
Yankee genius, we shall produce barrels cheeper and as good as any of 
foreign make. I know of no others who have made barrela here, ex¬ 
cept, possibly, a few years ago by Ethan Allen, of Worceeler, Mass. 

TbIa opinion la from a well-known Boston authority : 

We have delayed reply to your favor to ascertain aome particulars of 
your Inquiry. There is no donbt but S. ft W . did make a well-finished 
end good quality gun (though their system was not good). Ameri 
can guns aa a whole do not stand comparison with the Boglleb at all. 
Ws rather not have oar name meniloned. Sorry we cannot give you 
more Information. Gno barrels aa a rule for American gnus are im¬ 
ported. Where American gnne fall le In lack of proportion and bal¬ 
ance, or good feeling, which la found in the Bagtieb. 

General T. T. Heath, Cincinnati, a limb of the law who cannot 
wholly repreae hla love for guna aod their appurtenances, claims 
that the poettlon taken by F. H. Raymond, Eaq., is an impregna¬ 
ble one, but thinks Mr. R. doee not define so sharply aa be might 
have done, the alter superiority of the finest foreign barrels to 
the “corporal’s guard” which have been produced at our own 
forges. 

Messrs. Clark & Snelder, Baltimore, very courteously replied, 
giving Information, for which a journalist Is duly thankful. These 
men know what a gun la, and are respected accordingly: 

Yonra received end noted. The beat barrels used are all made abroad, 
and it is the only thing the gnn maunfacturere of this country are now 
dependent upon foreigners for. The Smith ft Wesson barrels, althoagh 
excellent, were not comparable lo Iheyiiicnt foreign berrels. 

The Messrs. Parker, Meriden, Conn., were early in the field. 
Abont their “action” aud the quantity of barrele they make, 
our readers must make up tbelr own minds. They say: 

Yonra at hand and noted. We Import largely both laminated and 
Damasens, and also manufacture a very fine laminated—aa fine, we 
think, as any we have ever seen of Imported. We have made them 
about eigteen months. Don't think the Syraense makers ever made or 
attempted to make a gnn barrel of any grade. 

The builders of the celebrated Sharps’ rille answer from Bridge¬ 
port. Perhaps some eportamen and manufacturers who have for 
forty years paid aitention exclueiiely to folding pieces — about 
which a rifie builder does not usually know sb much—may not 
agee witb this opinion, and soon probably, will dissent from their 
opinions of their own wares: 

Referring to yonre of the 18tb we wonid sey that, while it is a fact the 
very finest Damasens and laminated barrels in American guns sre for¬ 
eign forged, we do believe the sLatemont made by-to be 

"mathematically correct." We Americans can do anything, but we 
labor under the weight of higher prices for matsrlal and labor, and ws 
can not, therefore. comiHSte with foreign msnafactarera. Our gun 
makers must go abroad for fine barrels Jnsi en long ee they can get 
them there more cheaply than they can manafsetnra them. 

That we have made aud can make in this conntry as good a gnn bar¬ 
rel as "any other man," we do fnlly believe. The demand for our rifles, 
the mllllary of 1678 especially, has compelled ue lo dtscontlnne tempo¬ 
rarily work on our gun, but we hope to produce are long an "Amarlcau 
gun" which shall be "the gun," as unquestionably as the "Sharp's" Is 
"the ride." 

The opinions of others It Is not worth while to give, as tbe 
above Bufflclently explains tbe condition of thle peculiar Industry 
Id this country as compared with other countries. We may as- 
eume that our Inventors and mBonfactarers, ever on tbe alert,will 
In the futnre, as heretofore, produce the ebot-gun In varied sod 
desirable patterns, and at low prices, even If they do have to Im¬ 
port the material. 

But, to the geuuloo sportsman of keen eenslbllltlee, to whom a 
gnn, aa oft sole sharer of hla communiugs with nature, means 
something more than an awkward iron club, few things In life 
can aSoM tbe delight conferred by tbe possession of a choice 
fowling-piece from the establishment, e. g., ot a London artist- 
builder, such as Purder, Boss, Grant, Lang, Lancaster, and oth¬ 
ers; while the fine arms produced by such capital builders as 
Scott, Dougall, Tolley, Pape and Greener, produced usually at 
various provincial English towus—notably Birmingham—are 
often models of beauty aod eSeettveneas. Mr. Pape, who pro¬ 
duced fine things at Newcaatle-on-Tyne from tbe rough wood 
and Iron, oulahot all competitors In 1868, 18.69, and 1866, bnt 
before the next great trial under the auspices of The Field, In 


1875, a number of makers bad eagerly grasped and Improved 
upon ^n American Idea, “choke boring," by means of which Pape 
was 'now thoroughly beaten by Greener. 'This "choking’’ which 
baa increased the effectiveness of tbe sportsman’s weapon twenty 
to fifty per cent.. Is the revival of an old aod half-forgotten idea. 
It la merely a method of boring the barrels so as to make them 
smaller by from five to thirty-five thousandths ot an inch at the 
muezle than at other parts. Of the “famous makers” living and 
dead, there have been numberless fraudulent guna produced; of 
“Mantons” alone there are now In nee a thousaod tloiee as many 
as old Joe ever made. Many makers, whose Ideas of Integrity 
are of the lowest, resort to the most wretched devices to conceal 
defects In arms, and to effect a sale of gooda at a round price that 
ought to be consigned to tbe old Iron pile. This success on tbe 
part of unscrupulous venders Is rendered possible by tbe extraor¬ 
dinary Ignorance of thoee who should know better than they do of 
the first principles of gunmaking. A sound, safe gun, American, 
English or Belgian, can be bad for from ISO to tlOO, and a fine 
and beautiful one that will serve one's children’s children, at 
from $'200 to $400: but while people Insist on buying a gun for 
$10, we shall continue to bear of funerals caused by “Infernal 
machlnea.” Whether Parson Murray’s three fingers which left 
his hand the other day from a bursted gun—the telegram says 
“burated”—while “ducking,” was due to defective metal, or was 
sent as a “judgment” for having told so many fibs about tbe 
Adlrondacks, we know not; but of the score and more of violent 
deaths and accidents which occurred last year In Michigan from 
firearms, a number were from barrels made from what Is known as 
“sham damn” metal, while others owed tbelr “taking off” to 
carelessness so groes that It would have been a misfortune bad 
they lived longer. 

A novelty of moet decided interest, a bit of ateel weighing a 
pound, hae lately made Its appearance, by means of which one 
can have at hla command, in bis shot-gun, and for the time a 
part of it, an effective rifle. This small steel tnbe is made so that 
it can be inserted in the foding-pieee as quickly as a cartridge can 
be, and from this Inner-rlfled tube the shooter can fire the regular 
army bullet. For those shooting where they sre liable to find an 
occasional liearor deer, this is a valuable thing for the disciples 
of Carver and Bogardus. 

It is In tbe matter of rijles that our manufacturers have out¬ 
done themselves, and fairly astonished the world. To the disgust 
of tbe whole British press, the Russian and Turkish agents Inter¬ 
viewed English makers, and then came to Ihe Untied Slates and gave 
us their contracts. 

These “Winch stera," “Remingtons” and “Peahody-Martlnla” 
have been going abroad for years, aod are going yet,—and we are 
getting the money. It will be many a long year before English¬ 
men recover their chagrin at having been so handsomely beaten 
In fabrication and marksmanship by Americans, since onr years 
of experience in those things are not a titbe of tbelr own. From 
550,000 rifles—eubstantially the Henry-Martini, the hammerlese, 
standard arm of Great Britain—built by an American firm, 
3,300,000 shots hare been fired by United States Inspectors with¬ 
out accident I Most army officers who have seen service will not 
soon forget the “buck and ball” cartridge of which specimens 
were too abundant In 1801, but which have now passed Into 
oblivion. But that crude device wie, because there was a necessity 
for It, and this necessity baa often been most bitterly felt by 
those who have been In serious riots. In desperate encounters 
wltb the savages or In some critical time In battle during the civil 
war. 

An officer at tbe Frankford Arsenal, U. S. A., has lately In¬ 
vented an Improved ''muUtbaU[cartridge," which gives promise of 
great uaefulnesa tor hot work at ranges under 300 yards. It Is 
simply the present “service” copper cartridge case. Into which 
is placed forty-five grains of musket powder, and Instead of tbe 
heavy, elongated army ball, three spherical bullets. All three 
“take the rifles” of the piece from which they are fired, and as 
the same cartridge can be used In tbe service rifle, tbe carbine, 
the revolver, and the Gatling gun, Ite usefulness is moet evident. 
Its moral effect upon troops supplied wltb It Is bound to be Im¬ 
mense, as It Is, under tbe peculiar conditions referred to, eqnlva- 
lent to a threefold Increase of men. 

An oflficer of the Ninth U. S. Infantry has Invented a belt or 
carrier, In which the cartridges for army use can be carried; and 
It bids fair to gain recognition, being abundantly superior to tbe 
hideous “cartridge bag” with which Genera] Sherman wishes to 
eqnlp tbe army. It Is marvelous that an army officer could sug¬ 
gest and recommend a “bag" for metallic cartridges to meet tbe 
requirements of actual service. What old soldier or plainsman 
would expect accuracy of flight from a projectile which bad been 
hammered to pieces In jostling for a month against its fellows in 
a bagl 

While individual manufacturers here and In Britain have been 
active and enterprising, tbe petted and costly government estab¬ 
lishments have not acquitted themselves with so much honor. It 
were abundantly better for our goveruinent to encourage worthy 
citizens and save money by getting good arms at private estab¬ 
lishments. Tbe present “Springfield” Is a good breech-loader, 
but it Is nothing like so effective an arm as Is now In the bands 
of tbe murderous Indians. Tbe government seems at last to have 
recognized this truth, and has selected for trial a “magazine 
gnn,” known as the Hotchkiss srm. It is bnllt upon the “bolt” 
system, carrying six cartridges (cal. .45, as In tbe present Spring- 
field) Id a magazine In tbe breech. This magazine can be shut 
off by tbe half turn of a screw, by means of which tbe gun Is 
transformed into an effective single breech-loader, but with the 
tremendous adrantage of having at an instant's command a re¬ 
serve of six shots, which at a critical time could be “pumped” Into 
an enemy with fatal effect. Tbe late report of General Benet, 
Chief of Urdoance, shows that on the 1st of October, 1878, we 
had In store as a reserve a supply of but 16,000 rifles—a quantity 
which Is ridiculously small as compared with our necessities. 

As has been noticed by some, this article, for the moet part, 
has appeared lu a periodical whose readers. If ten times as numer¬ 
ous, are far less competent. In aome respects, tbsn are tbe readers 
of our ownCnicaoo Field. 1 have no time to re-mold It. 

A word now to “Dale HighlandA few weeks ago I bad 
occasion to make use of a decapitated frog In the course of a 
lecture. Its bead had been cut from tbe body many hours before. 
Before using tbe electric current, a drop of acetic acid, oo a glass 
rod, was applied to Its right bind leg. Instantly the contortions 
commenced, and the body at once stretched over the other leg 
and, atratchlng off tbe acid, tried to hide the Irritated place t [Any 
scientist can try this experiment for himself.]

Few people are aware to what extent deer are slaughtered In 
toe Adirondack wilderness during toe Fall months by the use of 
dogs, and In complete defiance of toe game laws whlto strictly 
prohibit toe pursuit of deer with dogs at any time, ^en toe 
sportsmen and tourists generally have left the woods at the end 
toe season, the guides, many of the hotel keepers, and hunters 
from all around the borders of the wilderness who (»n muster s 
hound, resort to the woods, until almost every lake, pond and 
stream In the Adlrondacks has Its hunters, each wtth a pack of 
boundSi verylnK from two to fifteen dog*. 

Of all modes of hunting, this Is the most destructive In a ^on 
abounding In small lakes, like the great wilderness of “Ortbern 
New York. A deer always takes to the water when closely pur 
sued by doge, and as almost every lake and river has Its watch¬ 
ers, scice^ a deer escapes. It Is a very “®^®™‘? 
say tost thousands of deer have been killed already ‘bis Fall, and 
atUl the slaughter goes on. I have known 
from alx to ten deer a day. There are over six hMdr^ .J,jj! . ” 
toe Adirondack wilderness, and at least two-thirds of them ^ 
occupied by hunters.
